Forty One are Missing Navy 
Department Announces in 
Official Statement. 


Washington, Apr. 22—An internal 
explosion 
wrecked 
the 
American 
steamship Florence H. in a French 
port on the night of April 17, with 
a probable loss of 41 members of the 
crew. The blowing-up of the 
ves­ 
sel was reported to the 
Navy De­ 
partment by Vice Admiral Sims, but 
the dispatch gave few details. It was 
summarized by the Department 
as 
follows: 
“The Navy Department has 
re­ 
ceived a dispatch from Vice Admi­ 
ral Sims statin# that the American 
steamship 
Florence ll. was 
blown 
up In a French port by an internal

Philadelphia, Apr. 22—The 
Phila­ 
delphia (police force, so far as the cru-' 
sade against vice conditions is con­ 
cerned, was virtually taken over by 
the Federal Government. 
This 
an­ 
nouncement was made 
by 
Mayor 
Thomas B. Smith after it was made 
known that Superintendent of Police 
James Robinson had been given a 30- 
day vacation ami that Captain of Po­ 
lice William B. Mills had been ap­ 
pointed acting superintendent. 
“The police bureau will be turned 
over to the Government”, the Mayor 
said. “It hasbeen virtually comman­ 
deered by the Government, and Cap­ 
tain Mills will work in the closest co­ 
operation with Lieut.

downfall. 
One thing which would prove this 
is the appointment of Baron Burian, 
for from a National point of view 
it indicates the subordinating of Aus­ 
tria to Hungary. Oppression of peo­ 
ples is likely to cause quick reaction, 
for already the Czech want to be sep­ 
arated from Austrian rule. 
An Al­ 
lied propaganda could at -the present 
time have a great effect on the dif­ 
ferent nationalities Austria is com­ 
posed of. 
Already there are 
signs 
that the Czechs, Poles, Slavs, 
Ru­ 
manians and Italians living in enemy 
countries want to form themselves 
into a solid block. 
Now is the time for the Alties to 
second the efforts of those peoples to 
enable them to detach themselves 
from the Austrian Empire. If pos­ 
sible they should be given the neces­ 
sary guarantees by the Allies.
